Conaay uently 
wold bas been required to perform 
the work formerly performed by silver,

Governments, and action in the opponite ai- 
Tection, namely, the adoption of bi-metalliam, 
would taad to atop tho appreciation. Our 
contemporary appears to treat gold simply 
as acommodity, and to ignore the artificial 
Yalua it acquires from its adoption ns. stand. 
avd of value and ita uga ae money. ‘As a 
More commodity gold is of course aubject to 
fluctuations in_valao_like_any. othar article, 
but the shoirp rise it has recently experienced 
is duo almost entirely to the currency legisla- 
tion of Governments, That hina Mail saya 
it may fairly be conceded that dogmativing 
upon these great questions of economics 
in’ a emall colony lika Hongkong, is 
vot the most likely course by which to 
arrive at any entisfactory conelysion re> 
garding them.

exports, the said- balance being tha country's 
profit on its oversea transactions, . Applying 
this test, to the figures bofora us what do we 
find? That wherena the imports last year 
showed on excoss over exports’ of 
£102,980,000, on the basis of pices pree

A FRENCH MISSIONARY KILLED.
